• Claims 2, 4, 11, 13, 17, 19, and 23-35 are allowed. Claims 1, 3, 5-10, 12, 14-16, 
18, and 20-22 are cancelled. Claims 24-35 are new. 

• Amendments to the specification are acknowledged and accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 7, 1 9, and 23-35 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 24 is directed to a method for manual duplex printing in a web based 
imaging environment. Claim 28 is directed to a destination service in a web based 
imaging environment operable to cause manual duplex printing. Claim 32 is directed to 
a system capable of being trained to provide manual duplex printing in a web based 
imaging environment. These claims identify the uniquely distinct features of 
downloading from a destination service (representing a printing device) content to a 
browser to specify manual duplex printing, as well as training the user to implement 
manual duplex printing through the printing and confirming of training images at the 
destination service. 

The prior art taken singularly or in combination fails to teach a method of using a 
destination service for downloading content to a browser to select production options 
and a printing device for manual duplex printing, using a destination service for printing 
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training images and receiving user confirmation of the training images, as well as 
printing a job according to the formulated manual duplex instructions. 

The advantage gained over the prior art is that the manual duplex printing may 
be implemented in a web based imaging environment using a destination service to 
formulate manual duplex instructions as well as facilitating printing according to the 
instructions, allowing the user to print from many locations without wasting consumables 
with improper manual duplexing. 

The closest prior art, Grant et al. (US 66577389), teaches a method, apparatus 
and system for formulating manual duplex printing instructions by instructing the user to 
flip or rotate test pages.
